Mr. Sin’s enrolment. He said 
that Mr. Sin was 30 years of age 
and had been'born ‘in Hong Kong, 
where he received a part of his 
education. He was articled in 
London for five years and passed 
his final in. March; 1929, being 
admitted to practise in June. 


Subsequently Mr. Sin prac- 
tised in London as a partner in 
the legal firm of Barnett, Sin, 
and Barnett, for two years. He 
was the first Chinese to-be ad- 
mitted as a solicitor to practise 
in London and during his stay 
there" was ‘legal adviser to the 
‘Chinese Consul-General and the 
London Chinese Association, He 
had been identified: here by two 
solicitors —- Mr. P. M. aeee 
and Mr. A. E. Hall. 


Proceeding, Mr. Jenkin | said 
that there were two matters in 
which Mr. Sin had not complied 
with the Legal Practitioners’ Or- 
dinance. The first was that he 
tad not given the full four 
months’ notice. His notice of ap- 
plication for enrolment. was 
made in July, so that at present 
only three months had expired. 
The other matter was that. Mr. 
Sin did not file two" certincates 
of fitness and character by soli- 
citors practising in England. He 
asked his Lordship to accept 
only one certificate, and to admit 
Mr. Sin. before the expiry of the 
full four months’ notice. ,:: 

With regard to the certificates, 
his Lordship inquired if Mr. Sin 
was able to obtain another and 
file it later. - : 

Mr. Jenkin replied that it, had 
alrendy been sent for, and was 
expected to arrive at any mo- 
ment, 

Speaking on the matter of ex- 
emption from the four months’ 
notice rule, his Lordship said 
that he thought that such ex- 
emption had been given freely 


_|by the Court in the past, but the 


Law Society had recently made 
representations to him on that 
The Society’s view was 
that the full four months’ re- 
quirement should be adhered to, 
unless there were exceptional 
circumstances.

The Immediate Facts. 

Whatever view’may be taken of 
un early or postponed appeal te the 
‘electors, the immediate facts are 
‘that the four most important posts 
‘in a Cabinet of ten are held by men 
‘who the day before yesterday were 
the Labour-Socialists Jenders, that 
‘four are held by Conservatives, and 
‘that two are held by Liberals.
